Beautiful Ceremony Honors 
The Immaculate 
Conception 








Clarke college celebrated the feast 
of the Immaculate Conception with | 
all the traditional solemnity and 
beauty which always characterizes 
one of the most important feast days 
on the scholastic calendar. The 
formal ceremonies of the day opened 
with Mass celebrated in the Chapel 
of the Sacred Heart by His Excel- 
Jency, the Most Reverend Francis J. 
Beckman, S. T. D., assisted by Rev- 
erend Edward A. Fitzgerald,,S.T.B., | 
chaplain of the college. True hu- 
mility and wisdom as illustrated in 
the lives of the Mother of God, and 
Bernadette of Lourdes was the 
theme of the archbishop’s address. 
In the evening following the recep- 
tion of sodalists, Father Fitzgerald 
discussed the obligations and priv- 
jleges of a child of Mary. 

Preceding the Mass the students, 
attired in cap and gown entered the 
chapel to a processional, “Agnus 
Dei,” arranged for two violins and 
organ by Bizet and Kreisler. Dur- 
ing the Mass celebrated by His Ex- 
cellency, the college choir sang 
“Kyrie,” “Sanctus,” “Benedictus” 
and “Agnus Dei” from the Mass in 
honor of Saint Julie Billiart. The 
offertory was “Ave Maria” by Arca- 
delt. 

In his sermon the Archbishop | 
transported his audience in mind,

in the world, where the canoniza- 
tion of Bernadette of Lourdes was 
being conducted “amid a splendor 
which comes the nearest jn this 
world to the Vision seen by St. John 
in the Apocalypse.” 

After sketching the life of the 
simple little peasant maid who was 
born about seventy-five years ago 
in the little village of Lourdes and 
to whom the Mother of God ap- 
peared eighteen times, His Excel- 
lency drew an analogy between the 
wisdom, humility and holiness of 
Mary Immaculate and the Maid of 
Lourdes. “Both were truly wise,” 
declared the archbishop, “for both 
used the right means to attain an

Chesterton Discussed 
By Publisher 


In Lecture 


One of the most interesting fea- 
tures of the Clarke college lecture 
season was a discussion of ‘“Chester- 
ton, the Man and Author” by Fran- 
cis J. Sheed, noted New York and 
London publisher and co-founder of 
the Catholic Evidence Guild, in the 
college auditorium Monday evening, 
November 20, at 8:00 o'clock. 

As a prelude to his discussion the 
speaker explained the understood 
similarity yet decided contrast be- 
tween the two great Catholic auth- 
ors: Chesterton and Belloc. “Though 
differing in personality,” he said, 
“they have waged the same battle 
and won.” 

The story of Chesterton’s unusual- 
ly long working day was related in 
a most interesting manner. Ex- 
amples of the writer's absent-mind- 
edness, of his extreme kindness and 
jovial nature, added much to the 
attractiveness of the lecture. To the 
audience Mr. Sheed presented a de- 
lightfully realistic portrait of Chest- 
erton, the man. 

Speaking of Chesterton’s works 
the lecturer emphasized his sympa- 
thetic understanding of human na- 
ture, his effective use of paradox and 
the soundness of his philosophy. 
The three books recommended to ev- 
ery reader of Chesterton were: “Or- 
thodoxy,” “Man Alive,” and “The 
Flying Inn.”

Added to College 
Library 


Many new publications in the 
fields of fiction, religion, poetry, bio- 
graphy, and education were recently 
catalogued in the Clarke college 
library. 

Isabel Wilder’s “Mother and Four” 
is one of the new books of fiction. 
In it Miss Wilder has written an 
auspicious first novel. It is the story 
of Laura Derwent, a widowed moth- 
er, who sacrifices all for her. four 
small children. 

Other books of fiction are ‘Miss 
Bishop” by Bess Streeter Aldrich 
and “Carr” by Phyllis Bentley. “Miss 
Bishop” is a study of a woman's 
life of idealism, unselfishness, and 
courage; “Carr” is a story of a life 
rich in love, kindness, laughter, and 
joy. 

A novel of singular merit and 
charm is Lucille Papin Borden's 
“Sing to the Sun.” In a vivid his- 
torical background she pictures the 
character of St. Francis of Assisi 
from a new viewpoint. It is also 
the dramatic story of the life of St. 
Francis’ great friend, Adriano. 

Among the books treating of re- 
ligion are “Philothea” by St. Fran- 
cis De Sales and “Lucent Clay” by 
a Sister of Notre Dame de Namur. 
“Philothea” is an introduction to the 
devout life which explains holiness 
to those who dwell in the world. 
Primarily for religious and spiritual 
sensitive souls is “Lucent Clay,” a 
work of rare and charming beauty. 

An abundance of things beautiful 
is “The Fleeting and Other Poems” 
by Walter De La Mare. The impal- 
pable quality which moved Stuart 
Sherman to say of his poems, “They 
make me happy by putting me in a 
quite ‘blessed’ mood of appreciation 
for all manner of lovely things and 
beings,” is clearly reflected in this 
first volume of De La Mare’s new 
poems, 

Another volume of poetry is Wil- 
son MacDonalds “A Flagon of Po- 
etry,” which is divided into two 
books—The Flagon of Red Wine and 
The Flagon of White Wine. Mac- 
Donald’s style is simple and virile, 
and he writes for men and women 
who understand and love nature. For 
richness, versatility, and magnificent 
feeling he is one of the treasures 
of the modern age. 

Gregorio Martinez Sierra’s ‘Holy 
Night, A Miracle Play in Three 
Scenes” is an inspired and sympa- 
thetic work which should appeal to 
the oppressed, the desolate, and the 
outcast. He does not shrink from 
incorporating his lovely conception 
in a present-day setting. 

“Aspects of the New Scholastic 
Philosophy” edited by Charles Hart, 
Ph.D., a symposium by leading Cath- 
olic philosophers of America, pro- 
poses to compare various modern 
philosophical, psychological, and edu- 
cational, dicta in the light of Schol- 
asticism. 








Series of Lectures 


On Mass Arranged 


In a series of twelve sermons be- 
ing delivered at the Mass celebrat- 
2d on Sunday mornings in the Chapel 
of the Sacred Heart, Reverend Ed- 
ward A. Fitzgerald, S.T.B., chaplain 
at Clarke college is explaining the 
parts of the Mass with the prayers 
and ceremonial which accompany 
each. 

As a prelude to this very pertinent 
series Father Fitzgerald is treating 
the liturgical significance of the al- 
tar, its ornaments and the vestments 
worn by the priest during the cere- 
mony. 

In the initial discourse the rever- 
end speaker explained the meaning 





of “sacrifice,” its nature and the 


manner in which it fulfills the obliga- 
tions due to God. 

“The Altar,” a subject closely 
allied with sacrifice was the theme 
of the second treatise. The history 
of the altar was traced from the 
first Christian altar, which was used 
by Our Lord, the night of the Last 
Supper. In this second discourse the 
significance and importance of the 
“Altar Stone” were explained.

“The Voice of the Organ,” an 
Adaptation of Old 
Legend 








An inspiring and beautiful spirit 
of Christmas Eve and a romantic 
and colorful Medieval atmosphere 
characterize “The Voice of the Or- 
gan,” an adaptation of an old Yule- 
tide legend, which will be presented 
in the Clarke college. auditorium, 
December 16, at 2:30 o’clock and 
| December 18, at 8 o'clock. The play 
| centers about the theme, He who 
loves God and is untouched by the 
selfishness of the world succeeds 
; where others fail. 

{ The market-place of the old Bel- 
;gian town of Mons about the eight- 
eenth century is the opening scene 
of the presentation, The busy sell- 
ing mart is surrounded by gayly col- 
ored peasant stalls and a cathedral 
front. In this vivid setting are in- 
troduced the Bellman, a gnarled lit- 
tle old man; Jacques, a gay-hearted 
tease; Antoine, a kindly philosopher; 
the Market-woman, a gossip-loving 
creature; and, other characters of 
lesser importance. Typical Latin 
temperments portrayed by Jacques, 
Antoine, and the loquacious Market- 
woman are in marked contrast to 
the ghostly spirit of the old Bellman. 

Through subsequent action and 
dialogue the audience will be in- 
formed that for a hundred years no 
soul has been able to bring forth 
music from the great organ of the 
Cathedral, silent by reason of the 
curse of its building. For a hun- 
dred Christmas Eves skilled musi- 
cians have come from far and near 
to piay the organ, but none has suc- 
ceeded. This year is to be the last, 
as the Town Crier announces, 

The scene of the second act of 
“The Voice of the Organ” is the 
simple interior of a cowherd’s cot- 
tage, where dwell Jules, an appren- 
tice-musician of only ten summers 
with his grandfather, and his moth- 
er, This act, although it is brief, 
embodies the motivating force which 
moves the drama toward its brilliant 
conclusion, 

The third and last act takes the 
audience back to the market-place 
of Mons. Magnificent lighting and

Centenary Featured 
In Autumn Labarum 





Simultaneously with the formal 
opening of the centenary observance 
of the Sisters of Charity, B.V.M., the 
first publication of the Labarum, the 
Clarke college quarterly was issued. 
The dedication of the issue found 
expression in the frontispiece, en-~ 
titled “The Angel of Benediction.” 

One of the outstanding features of 
the autumn number is the tribute 
given by Right Reverend Thomas J. 
Conry, president of Columbia college 
at the opening service of the cen- 
tenary celebration, entitled “A For- 
tress of Charity.” In this eloquent 
panegyric Monsignor Conry tells the 
story of the foundation of the Sis- 
ters of Charity of the Blessed Virgin 
Mary. 

Two short stories, “Evidence,” by 
Miss Mary G. Starr ’33, and “The 
Poetic Justice of a Ring,” by Miss 
Dorothy Gerber, are among the long- 
er contributions. 

In essay form is Miss Helen Sei- 
fert’s scholarly discussion of 
“Stained Glass in the Middle Ages,” 
one of the best contributions of the 
issue. “The Holy Angels” is the 
theme of an inspiring editorial. 

Throughout the magazine, poetry 
expressing various moods and 
themes are found. A verse section 
contains the best short seasonal 
poetry. 

Amusing little incidents may al- 
ways be found in “Loose Leaves 
from English Notebooks.” This 
time several dramatic monologues in 
the Browning manner are features 
to be commended.

The gay friendly “Merry Christ- 
mas” connotes in part our Christmas 
wish. It revives in our minds pictures 
of holiday gaicty, the crowds of busy 
shoppers, the bright lights of the street 
and the more mellow glow of the can- 
dle in the home-lover’s window. It 
appears to radiate a wholesomeness, 
and a glad good-fellowship which 
seemingly is aroused in some only dur- 
ing the gay holiday season and in 
others, not at all. Yet it is an import- 
ant thing—since man is material and 
natural—this feeling of physical and 
mental well-being. So, we give it ex- 
pression in our “good will toward all” 
Christmas greeting. 


Then, since man is essentially spir- 
itual, we must not omit the more im- 
portant phase of his existence in our 
interpretation of the Christmas spirit. 
Hence, we form the second part to 
our greeting. It is the wish whispered 
in the hallowed stillness preceding 
or immediately following Mid-night 
Mass. It embodies something—quiet, 


peaceful, silent yet vibrating with a 


meaning majestically lovely. The 
light of the starlit heavens, the mys- 
tic beauty of the peeling bells, the 
church spires shrouded in snow, the 
traditional story of the shepherds, the 
coming and going of the faithful to 
Mass are all symbolic of a part of that 
which our greeting is to express. 


Therefore, the Staff of the Clarke 
Courier for the scholastic year 1933- 
1934 extends its greeting: “A happy 
and a holy Christmas!” 








On Christmas Cr 


HIS so-called Christian world of 

J ours has been guilty of criminal 

neglect of so many spiritual du- 
ties, and of criminal abusiveness for 
so many Heaven-endowed traditions 
and ideals, that the present Christmas 
card atrocity may seem a very incon- 
sequential subject indeed. Yet it can 
become one of the most vital problems 
of our new movement toward Catholic 
Action. 

The Christmas cards we have been 
sanctioning during and since the era 
of prodigality—receiving them delight- 
edly and disseminating them—our- 
selves, true partakers of the spirit of 
the Nativity though we are,—can be 
characterized, for the greatest part, as 
little else than a crude half-delirious 
attempt to laugh off the persistent re- 
membrance of the gloriousness and 
seriousness of the feast. Like our oth- 
er sins of secularization and material- 
ism, they have became the criers of a 
remarkably degenerate state of civil- 
ization, 


Our cry is not against modernism 
as an art expression when used upon 
Christmas cards: for what could be 
more modern, and still more magnifi- 
cently Catholic, than for instance, the 
dialectics of a Chesterton, the scholar- 
liness of a Carl Adam, or the sym- 
phonic poetry of a Respighi! Besides, 
great creation in art does not realize 
for itself that it is modern or archaic, 
or of any other category. But the ob- 
jection is that the cxpression is ad- 
mittedly and patently pagan, nefarious 
and unholy in its content. One may 
see in this tendency the movement to 
repudiate, nay, negate the primal mov- 
ing force of all transcending inspira- 
tion—the implications of the Catholic 
religion. And that is not only bad 
Catholicism, but is also an execrably 
poor philosophy of art. 


And too at this most critical period, 
when with more and more conviction 
sane thinkers: are’searching~ the high- 
ways and low for a way back to God’ 
and religion as the world’s salvation, 
Catholics should not hold unimportant 
this opportunity of “participating in 
the apostolic mission of the hierarchy.” 
Sending Christmas greeting cards de- 
signed in the spirit of the Christian 
celebration of the Nativity will be a 
significant act in that direction.

The First Christmas Carol

moonless night, cold and bleak, lay 
ike a shroud upon the Judean hills. Net 
a light, not a sign of life, not a eo 
disturbed the curtain of gloom that close: 
the country from Bethlehem to Jebel Fur- 
eidus where Herod had built his stronghold 
and tomb. Only here and there a wretched, 
half clad shepherd drifted hazily through 
the dark behind the straying sheep “a phan- 
tom man following sheep through what 
might be an eternity of dark despair. 4 

And suddenly, the triumphant chorus 0 
Heaven broke through the gloom of ee 
night. The dead earth sprang to ae 2 
pulsating life and was set vibrating to the 
music of Heayen—‘Glory to God in ae 
highest and on earth peace to men of good 
will.” The hills of Bethlehem echoed an 
re-echoed with celestial music as the one 
gelic choir sang the first Christmas carol. 

Across the chasm of the years, in spite 
of the spiritual rift created by the centur- 
ies, that jubilant carol announcing the com- 
ing of the Saviour has repeatedly found 
expression in the heart of'man. The sig- 
nificance of that first joyful paean has never 
been Jost to the consciousness of man, for 
we find preserved in the traditions of the 
nations, a reverent regard for that mes- 
sage of peace and good will. 

In each era since that first carol was 
intoned by Heavenly voices, there have ap- 
peared groups of devout songs expressing 
adoration of the Divine Babe. The favorite 
carols of our day are older than any other 
form of folk song, for, from the beginning, 
song became a special part of the Nativity 
celebration. 

Pope Clement, who lived in the first cen- 
tury, counselled his people to “keep the feast 
days, especially the day of Christ’s birth.’ 
The proper commemoration of any feast of 
the Church involved the use of these spe- 
cial Christmas hymns. 

French Church historians relate the story 
of the use of “Noels” for the Christmas 
season. It was definitely established in 
176 by Telesphorus, Bishop of Rome, when 
he ordained that “in the Holy Night of the 
Nativity of our Lord and Saviour, all shall 
celebrate public services and in them shall 
solemnly sing the ‘Angels’ Hymn,’ because 
also the same night He was declared unto 
the shepherds by an angel, as the truth 
itself doth witness,’ 

The names of St. Ambrose and Cosmas 
of Jerusalem are written large in the his- 
tory of Nativity carols. St. Ambrose, in 
the fourth century collected all of the old 
hymns and carols then in use and made 
them a definite part of the church service. 
In the eighth century, Cosmas of Jerus- 
alem wrote the hymn which is sung first 
at the Christmas morning services of all 
Greek Orthodox churches. 

“Pastorales” which had been enacted by 
shepherds each Christmas eve since the be- 
ginning of the Nativity celebration, soon 
became a favorite form of the carol, No 
event of Christ’s birth ever appealed more 
strongly to the minds of the people than 
the story of the shepherds who heard the 
angelic hosts. At this time, and through- 
out the Middle Ages the part played by 
the shepherds was always of’ great sig- 
nificance, 

Early in the thirteenth century Saint 
Francis of Assisi desiring to present to the 
youth of his parish a vivid picture of the 
“Heavenly Child Jesus” lying in His cradle 
in the manger constructed a replica of the 
Infant’s cradle and placed it in the church. 
A Tableau was then formed and the young 
people sang and danced around the crib. 
From this pious practise we have received 
many of our most dearly loved carols. 

The great masters of counterpoint, who 
flourished in Europe from the thirteenth to 


Sixteenth centuries, have written some of 


their most beautiful hymns and Masses for 
the Christmas season. In all, the chant 
of the angelic choir hailing the new born 
King is a favorite theme.
